Quotation from both 
English and Spanish naval records has 
been made to show that the vessel at 
Tobermory is not the Florencia. Further- 
more, the captain of the San Francisco of 
Florence-—-called the Florencia in the 
accepted “story of the treasure—was rot 
rawed Poiveira. Thirdly, that the evidence 
ol any considersbic treasure being on 
board is by no means convincing. The 
Florencia, is reputed to -have- ‘‘ thirty 
million of money on board,” along with 
gold cups, silver plate and crucifixes, not 
to mention the crown, which one ancient 
diver says he saw among the timbers, 
that the -Pope-<intended -to be. used 
at the Coronation of Philip of Spain-in 
London. I 

“Thirty million of money!’’ Andrew 
Lang, who-was: as good at probing a 
mystery as any man, scouted the idea of 
“millions!” “They were, he said, neither 
pounds gterling (why. should. they be?) 
nor pesétas, but “ reals” 000,000 
“- twopence-halfpennies,’’ as he crudely put 
it. “Thifty million reals worked out. ac- 
cording to his réckoning, at £265,625. 


WITCHES ON THE SPARS. 


Let us look a little further into the 
matter. “The Florencia, if we suppose that 
it was really that vessel, was of 961 tons, 
and carried fifty-two guns. Many quaint 
traditions are stil] current as to its sink- 
ing’ in the quiet, land-locked harbour of 
Tobermory. One of these attributes it to 
the work of witches from the neighbouring 
island of Mull, who appeared on the spars 
of the vessel in the shape of black cats, 
and brought down a gale that sank her. 
Another is that an explosion brought about 
the disaster, but the reason for the explo- 
sion has never been given. 

Enough that the Florencia, or some 
other ship, did go down, and that within 
ninety years of the wreck the legend of 
the “thirty millions’ had taken shape, 
and. the’ Argyll family were beginning to 
look for the treasure. One of the Earls 
recovered a metal-bound money chest, and 
his right to treasure trove was keenly 
at ry by the Crown. In 1740 John, 
Duke of Argyll, recovered a beautiful brass 
cannon, 7ft. l10ins. in length, and so 
beautiful in workmanship that it has been 
attributed to Benvenuto Cellini. In the 
seventies of late~century the” Marquis of 
Lorne—the late Duke of Argy!l—recorded, 
after a,search for treasure, that “a few

More than twenty years 
ago a number of "' pieces of eight,” which 
would have delighted the heart of Steven- 
son, were brought to the surface. A few 
years later there came a rapier, but so 
encrusted with stone as to look like the 
club of a pre-historic savage, the heavy 
end containing the basket handle of the 
weapon. Two crossed musket butts, solidly 
encased in rock, leaden r_usket balls, ivory 
ornaments, stone cannon balls, and more 
“pieces of eight” afterwards came to 
light. eck 


A NOTABLE PORTRAIT. 


Another interesting relic was a medal in 
silver, supposed to have come from the 
rosary of a priest, of whom there were 
several on board. It' was black with ace, 
but the cross and the crown cf thorns stood 
out as plainly on the reverse as the lion 
and leopards on a modern hal)f-crown. On 
the obverse was a portrait of the “ Vic- 
torious Christ, supposed to be the only 
true likeness of our Saviour, taken from 
one cut on an emerald by: command cf 
Tiberius Cesar, and sent by the Emperor 
of the Turks to Pope Innocent VIII., for 
the redemption of his brother, ‘then a 
captive with the Christians.

ample re for continuing with his div- 
ing operations. “All. good luck só with 
him! But, assuming that treasure in any 

uantity is found, to whom does it right- 
ully belong? Locally, the claim of the 
Argyll family to the treasure ship is dis- 
puted. Did the union of the Crowns give 
Charles IT. retro-active powers ovef an 
event that happened in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth? It must be remembered that 
Spain was at war with England, not 
Scotland, and Spain might 2teasonably 
claim a share of the treasure, after paying 
the expenses of the salvage operations. 
Moreover, if gold be found, it is treasure 
trove, and, as such, belongs to the Crown. 

It would seem, therefore, that the value 
of the Tobermory treasure is likely to 
become a diminishing quantity, which 
, might vanish into the morass of legal] costs. 
But we hope none of these considerations 
wil] keep Lieutenant-Colonel Foss from 
prosecuting his adventurous and romantic 
quest. The world has too little of the 
spirit of adventure nowadays.

Surgeon M‘Ardle. 


No sketch of the late Surgeon McArdle, 
writes a correspondent, could do justice to 
him which failed to recall the brilliant 
part he played in ministering to the needs 
of the hundred odd injured in the terrible 
Armagh railway disaster, which occurred 
on the 12th June, 1889, and in which close 
on eighty persons were killed. It was by 
far the worst accident of its kind that ever 
occurred in this country. All the proles- 
sional men, except three, who were called 
to the relief of the stricken on that tragic 
day, have died since. The evening was 
well advanced when Surgeon McArdle 
arrived. Many an older member of his 
profession would have lost his nerve at the 
spectacle which confronted him. but the 
young man from St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Dublin, after a few brief interchanges 
with his fellow-practitioners, at once got 
to action, and in about four hours had 


dealt with forty-two of the maimed, on 


whom major operations had to be per- 
formed. 


A National Reputation. 


All through the night and well into the 
following morning he was untiring in his 
attentions to the injured, and afforded to 
older members of his professon many a 
surprising object-lesson in the wonderful 
dexterity with which he would replace a 
dislocated limb; and still more so, the 
coolness and self-confidence with which he 
would set about carrying out an amputa- 
tion. The expedition with which he 
dealt with so many grave cases in the 
Armagh disaster surprised men familiar 
with the operating theatre of city hospi- 
tals, and they admitted that his skill and 
resource were exceptional. On all hands 
his ability was recognised, and henceforth 
his reputation became national. 


A Cork Business Man. 


An outstanding figure in the business 
life of Cork City is Mr. J. C. Foley; but, 
like many other business men of ability, he 

avoids the limelight 
as much as possible, 
As managing director 
of Messrs. John Daly 
and Co., Ltd, he 
controls the largest 
wholesale tea and 
spirit business in the 
South of Ireland. 
The bonded warehouse 
attached to the new 
and very extensive 
premises of the firm 
requires the whole- 
time attention of an 
Excise officer. 

Mr. Foley is the

On his return to Ireland 
he was immediately nominated as Medical 
Officer for Cork City, but he held the 
position for only twelve months.

TE business of keeping a post office is 
not entirely a happy one, and it 
might well be said that the man or woman 
who keeps one is even without friends. 
Then there are the qualifications neces- 
sary. I must be well educated, and be a 
good and thoroughly trustworthy accoun- 
tant. I must have built up a grocery or a 
stationery business of mine own with so 
much success and thrift that my credit 
and reputation are unimpeachable. : 

My business premises must be shown to 
be suitably adapted as a post oflice, with 
accommodation for my unprofitable 
customers ; for not until they are satisfied 
on this point will the beneficent State 
appoint me to the office. After all this is 
accomplished I may rise at five o'clock in 
the morning to receive the mail, and earn 
the munificent sum of three-halfpence for 
doing so. 

Incidentally, I shall receive eightpence 
per week for providing space for a tele- 
yhone, keeping it light and clean, and 
von the book for calls, Thus it will 
hardly be said that the State is a friend. 
The excuse usually offered is that a post 
office is good for business. This is a 
myth, because in a post office it is simply 
impossible to please everybody, and the 
disgruntled do not blame the State, but 
the unfortunate shopkeeper who runs the 
branch office. 

A good customer may try to get a friend 
on the telephone and fail. It has, of 
course, nothing to do with me, but | am 
blamed, and the customer does not come 
near my shop for days until the fit of 
pique has worn off. Another, perhaps, 
has a savings bank account, and rushes in 
with the desire to draw out three or four 
pounds at once. I had one such this 
morning. 

“You may take only two pounds, 
madam,’’ I explained, offering the form 
for the limit allowed for immediate with- 
drawals. ‘‘ What nonsense! I have more 
than that in the bank!’’ was the angry 
retort. Obviously, the lady had not read 
the rules in her bank-book, but it was use- 
less to mention it. She took the money 
and went away with the threat that she 
would write to the Postmaster-General 
about me. 


HOME-MADE REGULATIONS. 


The truth is that the public know little 
or nothing about us, and are usually in- 
clined to think that the regulations we 
have to enforce are just home-made red- 
tape. That is why it came as a surprise 
to many people when at the recent Con- 
ference of Sub-Postmasters it was revealed 
that we had pretty substantial grievances. 
After all, we only complain once a year, 
so we cannot be accused of being im- 
patient. 

The running of a small post office is now 
a dangerous as well as exacting business. 
It is necessary to have a certain amount 
of cash and stamps on the premises, and 
this is a temptation. There have been 
already numerous cases in which burglars, 
who are now so busy, have attacked a 
branch .post office. : 

In one instance a few weeks ago the 
woman in charge was brutally assaulted, 
and the thieves got away with money and 
unemployment and other stamps. But 
that is a risk we all take daily. It is also 
necessary to be something of a detective ; 
for not so long ago a group of conspirators 
were trying to defraud in betting trans- 
actions by manipulating racing telegrams, 
They might have succeeded but for the 
caution of the woman who was the sub- 
postmistress.

There was a Scots comedian a short 
while ago who used to take our part. I 
think it was the first time a sub-post- 
master had ever been depicted on the 
stage. He used to sing:— 

‘‘I'm the postman, I’m the policeman, 
I'm the fireman, 
In our little village called 
and all 
I'm the one and all—at everybody’s call.’’ 

Well, that is our life and position—the 
servants of everybody, and trusted by 
nobody. If a parcel arrives the least bit 
torn, we are suspected of having opened 
it out of curiosity. One woman wrote to 
the Postmaster-General to complain be- 
cause a box containing a wedding cake had 
been broken at one corner and the icing 
had been chipped away. She actually de- 
clared that it must have been done in the 
office, because she knew it was intact when 
it was despatched. 

There are not even regular office hours. 
Frequently people will call late at night 
or soon after dawn to inquire about letters 
or ask for stamps. If you do not oblige, a 
customer may be lost. If you do oblige, 
it is against the Jaw. Most sub-post- 
masters like myself also seem to run a free 
inquiry bureau. We have to answer ques- 
tions and give advice about banking, 
savings certificates, “ wireless,’’ dogs, 
pensions, unemployment, and even about 
heraldry and servants. It is all free 
work. Yet, with it all, we are patient 
and courteous. Seldom do you hear of 
complaints of incivility, at any event in 
sub-post offices. The annual grumble at 
our conference is the safety valve. The 
rest of the year we get on with the work. 

There is not a. Communist among us, 
and it is some satisfaction to know that 
we save the State hundreds of thousands 
of pounds a year. If the small post offices 
all had to be staffed with salaried officials. 
having the same qualifications, they would 
not look. after a telephone for eightpence 
a week or get up at five in the morning 
for three-halipence.

DR. JOHN DONAL CARROLL. 


Mr. John Donal Carroll, M.B., B.Ch., 
B.A.0., D.P.H., M.C,, who died at the Bon 
Secours Home, Cork, on Monday last, was the 
fourth son of the late Vincent 8. Carroll, of 
Dundalk House, Dundalk. Born on March 
ólst, 1890, he was educated at St. Augus- 
tine’s, Ramsgate, and Clongowes Wood College 
and at University College, Dublin, where he 
oe medicine, and graduated in September, 
191.5. 

Dr. Carroll joined the Royal Army Medical 
Corps in August, 1914, and serv im 
Gibraltar, Malta, Egypt and France, where 
he won the Miltary Cross while acting as 
Medical Officer to the 1/8 Warwicks in April, 
1917. “Aa observation post had been hit. 
He immediately went to the spot and 
attended the wounded, although. the enemy 
continued to concentrate shell fire on the 
post.” During the attack on Ypres (August, 
1917), his dressing station was blown up, and 
though he was not wounded he was severely 
shell-shocked. After the war he served with 
the Army of Occupation until 1919. 

After leaving the Royal Army Medical 
Corps Dr. Carroll decided to specialise in 
ey ic health work, and in September, 1920, 
ve obtained the D.P.H, and the B.Sc, in 
Public Health, both with first-class honours, 
heing the first in Ireland to obtain the latter 
distinction. Then he served for some time as 
School Medical Officer 
County Council. 

In August, 1922, Dr. Carroll was asked by 
Dr. Maurice Hayés to organise the sanitary 
work of the Free State Army. He held the 
post of Chief Sanitary Officer in the Free 
State Army until September, 1925, when he 
was chosen ás one of the three doctors to be 
awarded Rockeleller Fellowships for the 
purpose of studying public health work in 
the United States of America. He studied at 
the Johns Hopkins University and obtained 
his doctorate of public health there. He 
was the first of the medical officers of health 
to be appointed under the new Free State 
scheme, and took up work in Cork just a 
year ago. During his short tenure there he 
ad completely organised the public health 
work of the city, especially in the directions 
of child welfare and treatment of tubercular 
disease. He married in July, 1923, Shiela, 
daughter of Mr. J. J. Flynn, of 5 Upper 
Leeson street, Dublin, and he leaves one son 
and one daughter. He twice won the Free 
State Army Golfing Championship, and 
during his university career twice represented 
University College, Dublin, in throwing the 
discus and putting the weight. 


MR. GEORGE H. FOWLER.

H. Fowler died yesterday at his residence, 
Eureka, Kells. 

Mr. Fowler was a member of an old 
County Meath family, his father being the 
late Mr. Robert Fowler, Rahinston, Enfield, 
Born about sixty years ago, he was educated 
at Cheltenham.

Sub- 
sequently he was appointed agent for various 
aaipoieves in Ireland.

MIGRANTS’ NEW HOME. 

This estate was acquired by the Land 
Commisison from Miss Ball, and comprises 
a thousand acres, including box. There 
is now provision for’ eight families. 

Fach holding is very compact and of 
a different size, with a turbary area 
attached, and in every case there is a 
new dwellinghouse. 

With the mountain commonages there 
are 250 acres in the four farms which 
were taken up by the Kerrymen yester- 
day. The smallest holding will carry 
seventeen cows and the largest about forty. 

The migrants received a cordial send- 
off from their respective districts. To 
facilitate their removal, the neighbours 
gave the use of their horses and carts 
for bringing the furniture, farm produce, 
implements, etc., to the railway station, 


‘and consequently there was no delay in 


loading the special trains. 
| A PLUCKY ADVENTURE. 


| It was a big trek, and one which must 
have taken a good deal of courage on the 
part of the migrants; but with their 
natura] aptitude tor progress they are 
bound to do well in their new homes, 

In loading up their stock they showed 
remarkable quickness in picking out the 
ewes belonging, to lambs, which they 
would select ag@farently at random. The 
lambs were of various ages from a couple 
of weeks upwards, and were all entrained 
without a hitch. 

When the party reached Portarlington 
they had to travel nearly 18 miles by road 
to their new homes near Edenderry, but 
with plenty of daylight and some motor 
transport they arrived in good time to 
make everything snug before nightfall. 


MIGRATION OF CONGESTS. 

It is of interest to note that under the 
1902 and 1909 Land Acts no provision was 
made for the migration of congests, They 
imply provi the means of purchase 
and\ sale between tenant and landlord. 

It was not until the passing of the Con- 
ted\ Districts Boards Acts that migra- 
Under these Acts 
Board was able 


provided for. 
the Congested Districts 


to buy untenanted land, but could not | 


operate outside the scheduled area. 

After the establishment of the Irish 
Free State came the Land Act of 1923 and 
the amalgamation of the Land Commis- 
sion and the Congested Districts Board. 
Under the 1923 Act, all untenanted land 
in a “ congested ’’ county automatically 
vests in the Land Commission on ‘ the 
appointed day,” 

There is a further provision that such 
other land in a county outside a con- 
gested area—that is, such other land as 
the Land Commission declare is required 


‘for the relief of congestion, also vests in 


the Land Commission on 
day." 

Under the 1923 Act, the Land Commis- 
sion has control of the 26 counties, and is 
in a position to acquire land in any dis- 
trict for the relief of congestion, local or 
otherwise. That is the secret of the Land 
Commission’s success in the matter of 
migration. 

KERRY’S PECULIAR PROBLEM. 

Some difficulty arose in County Kerry, 
which is an important section of the 
Gaeltacht, and also very congested, 
especially in the Dingle peninsula. .The 
difficulty was that virtually no untenanted 
land was available for acquisition; and, 
in view of this, the Land Commission 
decided that a solution of the congestion 
problem lay in the transfer of suitable 
tenant-purchasers to better land in an- 
other county, and the allocation of the 
land vacated amongst the uneconomic 
holders left behind. 

lt is not claimed that the re-arranged 


‘‘ the appointed 


holdings in congested districts will be | 


economic, but they will, at least, conduce 
to a higher standard of comfort among 
the “ congests.’’ 

With this object in view the Land Com- 
mission started their long distance migra- 
tion scheme in February last, when three 
families from Dingle peninsula were 
transferred to Offaly, with all their goods 
and chattels. The migration to Eden- 
derry, which took place yesterday, is the 
second event of its kind, and will, doubt- 
less, be followed by many ‘others. 

DISJOINTED HOLDINGS. 

Congestion in County Kerry is not the 
Same as congestion in County Clare. In 
“the Kingdom ”’ the homes of the con- 
gests are grouped together in villages, 
so-called. In some of these there are only 
four families. 

In the majority of cases there are more, 
and their holdings are scattered round 
about in patches, except in the ease of 
rundale, when eight or ten men will have 
small patches in a field quarter of an 
acre in extent, 

Some of the tenants have holdings so 
scattered that the two extreme patches are 
one and a half miles distant as the crow 
flies. 

Why, it may be asked, should there be 
any such thing as congestion 
country! It is believed to have been 
caused by the original owners dividing 


their holdings among their children, 


Nowadays no tenant can sub-divide his 
holdimg without the consent of the Land 
Commission. As a matter of fact, under 
the, 1927 Land “Act no tenant can sell the 
register of his holding without the con- 
sent of the Land Commission. 
SELECTION OF MIGRANTS. 

A migrant is selected on the basis— 
(1) That he is personally fit, and possesses 
a good knowledge of farming with a spirit 
ol progressiveness. (2) And that the land 
he will surrender is suitable for the relief 
of local congestion. 

When the Land Commission have made 
their selection the next point is to obtain 
the consent of the proposed migrant. The 
Inspector of the Land Commission has to 
see the migrant and overcome difficulties. 
The migrant has to be satisfied about 
his new dwelling-house, out-houses, water 
supply, fences, roads and drainage. 

When the migrant is satisfied the Land 
Commission has to set about parcelling 
out the land which is to be his home, 
and a just exchange for what he gives 
the Land Commission. Then comes the 
actual physical transfer, such as I  wit- 
nessed yesterday. 

Seventy-five per cent. of the. land re- 
quired by the Land Commission for 
migration outside the congested” districts 
has been acquired voluntarily. For the 
remaining twenty-five per cent. com- 
pulsory powers have had to be assumed. 

LAND VACATED BY MIGRANTS. 

There are two ways of disposing of the 
land vacated by migrants, governed by 
conditions in the district. One is to split 
it up for the purpose of enlarging adjoin- 
ing holdings. Another is by local migra- 
tion—that is by bringing a man in from 
a very congested townland, planting him 
in the vacated holding, and, in turn, using 
his old holding for enlarging. 

PRIEST’S WARM TRIBUTE. 

At Castlemaine, where two of the 
migrants come from, I met the Rev. 
Patrick. Brennan, Parish Priest. who has 
taken a great interest in this matter and 
given valuable assistance to the Land 
Commission. He declared that it was one 
of the most practical works which the 
Land Commission had taken up. 

By the transfer of the progressive men 
who had fairly large holdings, he said, 


in the: 


more land wonld be available for distri- 
bution amongst those who now occupied 
uneconomic holdings. 

“If the change does not make the en- 
larged holdings in Kerry economic, it will 
at least improve the condition and self- 
respect of the congests. Most of these 
have large families, and when the children 
are young they are often on the brink of 
starvation. When the boys and girls 
reach their sixteenth or seventeenth year 
they usually go out to work, and if they 
fail at home their whole ambition is 
America, which the coast of.

Let the justice of the contributory principle 
be admitted. Without provision to the con- 
trary, pensions must, to some extent, depend 
on the contributions of the teacher. . This 
would be monstrously unfair to the older men 
and. women. Shortly after the increment 
scheme came into being Mr. Blythe claimed 
credit. for prescience by assuming that a 
demand for pensions would next made. 
He was wildly wrong. Our Association in 
one form or another has ‘existed for nearly 
forty years. Its main aims have always been 
the same. These were to secure, for lay 
secondary teachers, proper salaries, fixity of 
i During the last seven. 
teen years the justice of these demands has 
been repeatedly endorsed by the Press, by 
public bodies, by public meetings, by eminent 
public men. Ministers cannot possibly main- 
tain that they are confronted in this pensions 
matter by anything but a very old claim. 
We asked for pensions long before the estab- 
lishment of the Free State. The teachers 
are not in the slightest degree to blame if 
this admittedly just demand was not granted 
long ago. We cannot believe that the older 
teachers are now to suffer grievous wrong 
for the Government's own delay of seven 
vears in dealing with an unchallenged 
demand. 

. Have the older teachers really made no con. 
tributions? In the bad days secondary 
schools and teachers gave education almost 
gratuitously. State grants were farcical! 
inadequate. When whickey-drinkin declined 
these grants declined also. r recent 
Governor-General, in a speech in the British 
House of Commons, put the ition in a 
sentence: “If I want to pay,” he said, “ for 
my son’s education in Ireland on a Monday, 
] must get drunk on whiskey on the previous 
Friday and Saturday.” Catholic headmasters 
ind headmistresses in particular could not 
oay what they had not got, Most Catholic 
lay teachers received merely what would 
provide their grub and. their~“‘digs,”” and 
a few shillings pocket money ger week. 
Were the old teachers inefficient? Every 
Irish secondary school has a proud roll of 
pupils who hold lucrative and hondurable 
positions in all spheres of life. Inefficient 
teachers could not have uced such 
resalts. State inspection of Irish secondary 
schools commenced about 1911. In their 
first report the inspectors were able to 
state that the teachers were . devoted 
to their calling, and that the work done in 
the schools compared, on the- whole, very 
favourably with that done in Great Britain. 
That good work was done by self-sacrificing, 
i teachers and by wretchedly-paid lay 
teachers

The 
slavery of the ancient world, the serfdom of 
the Middle Ages, the employment in the 
seventeenth century of boys of six years in 
coal-mines, the villainies of the early factory 
system in Great Britain, iniquitous Irish land 
laws and consequent wholesale evictions, the 
peonage of Spanish America, the slums made, 
not by God, but by the callous neglect or 
incompetence of men—all could be, and have 
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easa to retire through old age or ill-

FREE STATE TARIFFS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—In your leading articles on Free Stave 
economic affairs you have taken up a firm 
attitude against tariffs, your principal ground 
being that tariffs would incréase the cost of 
living. In your issue of the 13th April there 
is a leader on **French: Progress,” and in 
this you say: “Retail prices ‘in France, 
calculated on a gold basis; are ón an average 
30 per cent. lower than they are in any other 
European country.’ The price of bread in 
Paris is 8 cents per kilogram, compared with 
11.4 cents in London, 17.7 cents in Berlin, 
11.4 cents in Rome atiú 23 cents in Vienna.’ 
France is a -highly protected’ country, as is 
well known. How, then, can it be argued 
that tarifis must necessarily increase the cost 
of living? There is no doubt that; if a tariff 
is put on an imported article, it will cost the 
purchaser more, but the duty paid on it goes 
to relieve taxation ;. and, if it.were admitted 
free, the amount of duty would have to be 
made up by an xtra’ taxation ‘to balance the 
Budget. Thus the nation, as a whole, does 
not lose the duty paid, 

The effect of the duty would be to turn the 
consumer to home-made goods, which would 
be free of duty, and then émployment would 
be provided. This is what has apparently 
happened in France, and there is no reason 
why it should not also happen in the Irish 
Free State.—Yours, etc., ' “* Fuzzuep.’’

Mr. J. P. Burkitt, of 
Enniskillen, in an important communication 
made by him to the Jrish' Naturalist in 1917. 
Both Mr. Burkitt and I were dependent on 
our ears for our records. A further letter 
from Mr. Bourke, after he has heard the 
bird, may throw much light on ‘the question :

SCENES AT ASSOCIATION 
FOOTBALL MATCHES.

DUNDALK DELEGATES: 
WALK. OUT,

The Commission which was set up by the 
Irish Free State Football Association to 
investigate recent incidents at Dundalk 
and Richmond road, Dublin, when refefees 
Were assaulted, held its first session’ at 
the offices of the Council, 92 Mary street, 
Dublin, last hight... & 
~. On. the grounds that they were not 
allowed -to cross-examine witnesses at the 
present stage of the proceedings, and that 
they were not allowed tv have a delegate 
present while witnesses were being 
examined, the Dundalk delegates withdrew 
from the inquiry, and the Commission 
adjourned till to-morrow, when they will 
inquire into the Richmond road affair. 

he inquiry was the first of its kind held 
since the Free State Football Association 
came into being, and aroused a gteat deal of 
interest, particularly owing to repeated scenes 
and incidents in recent games. 

My. J. Lx Brennan presided, and the mem- 
bers present were ‘Messrs. J. Mulligan and 
J. 8. Smuarthwaite (Free State Association), 
A. Byrne and J. J. Dunne (Free State 
League), R. Johnson and J. T. Kelly 
ate Association), L. O'Reilly (Leinster 

ne), and Mr. J. A. Ryder, secretary. 

The secretary submitted a report from Mr. 
J J, Kelly, the referee of the Dundalk .v, 
Bohemians match, played in Dundalk on 
Saturday, March 31, last, stating that after 
the match, as he was leaving the ground, he 
noticed about 100 spectators coming into the 
field through the players’ entrance gat:, and 
a large crowd between the wicket gate and 
the ;avilion.. Before reaching the ¢:.te le 
was struck twice by spectators in the face. 
He was struck by a stone, or brick, on the 
side af the head, and felt very much stunned, 
and blood was streaming down his shirt. 

As he passed through the gate he received 
several kicks in the legs, was tripped up 
and while on the ground he was kicked in 
the head over the right eye. He ‘was lifted 
up by a Mr. Freeney, of Dublin, and helped 
to the pavilion. He wished it to be under- 
stood that he received no assistance from any 
of the Dundalk officials. - He was attended 
to by Mr. Harris, of the Bohemian Club. 

A HOSTILE CROWD. 

Afterwards, when he was leaving the dress- 
ing room, Mr. MecCleery, manager of the 
Dundalk Club, requested him to wait longer, 
but ‘he persisted in leaving to go to the 
railway station. One Civic Guard sergeant 
escorted: him to the station. Mr. .McCleery 
and several Dundalk officials accompanied 
him. © While passing through the town he 
recogriised one of the spectators who had 
struck him and pointed him out t&, the 
Gvard. The. latter caught hold of him, but 
had to let him go owing to the attitude of 
the hostile crowd fonowang. them. When he 
reached the police station he received further 
protection by three additional Guards, whio 
escorted him to the railway station. On 
his arrival home he had his wounds medically 
altended to. 

he enclosed a doctor's certificate, which 
stated that he (Mr. Kelly) had had to be 
treated for a wound. over the right 
eye, .an incised wound on the head, 
two inches long, and wounds on the leg. 
When medically examined he was: nervous 
and excited. 

Mr. Keiiy, in direct examination, said that 
while he was in the pavilion a stone was 
thrown through the window. 

Chairman—Coming to the match itself, was 
there any untoward incident or any hostility 
shown to you by any of the spectators? 

Mr. Kelly said that he did not notice any- 
thing different from any other match. It was 
a good match, but he had had to caution 
two of the Dundalk players, but there was 
nothing very serious in their offences, In 
his opinion there had been nothing at all in 
the match, so far as he was aware, that could 
have led up to the attack. 

THE PENALTY KICK, 

Chairman—Was there any dispute about 
giving a penalty’to the Bohemian side? 


a penalty’ was not 
Dundalk: players. He was perfectly clear 
that the Bohemian player had beer tripped, 
and had no hesitation in ordering a penalty 
kick. 

Chairman—At that time was there any 
hostility or disorder? 

Mr. Kelly said that there was the usual 
hissing and booing from. one section and 
cheering from another—much the same as 
would happen in any game. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Kelly 
said that he received no protection or assist- 
ance when assaulted from the officials of the 
Dundalk Club either on his. way off the pitch 
or in the pavilion. 

Evidence was givea by Mr. McFreeney, a

They 
also supported the statements that while 
the referee was being attacked he was not 
assisted by any of the Dundalk Club officials. 

Mr. J. Wickham, “who acted as Bohemian 
linesman at the match, said that there was 
hostility to the referee shown from the start 
because he was a Dublin referee. He held it 
was a bad policy to send a Dublin referee 
with a Dublin team to Dundalk. He did not 
believe that the penalty incident led to the 
assault, but an incident immediately after- 
wards, when. the referee, in his opinion, 
wrongly blew up a Dundalk player for off-side. 
The. crowd after that decision ¢clambered 
across the paling, and he felt that there was 
going to be trouble. He did not see the 
actual assault, though he saw the crowd surg- 
ing round the railings. 

THE REFEREEING, 

The Chairman—What was your opinion of 
the refereeing of the match? 

Mr. Wickham—I don’t think that Mr, 
Kelly refereed a good game, but, of course, I 
could say the same thing about a lot of other 
referees. 

The Chairman—Did he favour any side?— 
They assumed he did. Personally I don't 
think he did. 

Mr. W. Dennis, who played for Bohemians 
in the game, said that he had been kicked cn 
the legs while trying to come to the referee's 
assistance. In his opinion the refereeing was 
quite the same as in any other match. 

Messrs. J. O'Callaghan (chairman), J. 
Logan, and P. Halpin then were heard on 
behalf of the Dundalk Club. 

Mr. J. Logan said that their club wished 
to enter a protest against the proceedings on 
the grounds that they had not been supplied 
with the referee’s report. Although it had been 
published in a football periodical. They 
wanted to have a representative of the club 
present to cross-examine witnesses, and they 
also protested against the club not being al- 
lowed an opportunity of voicing their case in 
the presence of the witnesses. 

Mr. P. Halpin said that they also pro- 
tested that they had not been supplied with 
the names of the personnel of the Commission, 

NO CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

As to the right to cross-examine witnesses 
the Commission could not concede that; but 
the Dundalk Club would be supplied with a 
full transcript of the evidence; and would 
have an opportunity to examine it; and would 
got every scope in the matter. 

The ‘Dundalk delegates assured the Cam- 
mission that they had no objection to any 
member of the Commission and had absolute 
confidence in it, but they felt that the publi- 
cation of the report had prejudiced their 
case. They. were prepared to reveal many 
inaccuracies in the referee’s report, which 
was grossly misleading. 

The Dundalk delegates withdrew to con- 
sider their attitude, and Mr. J. O'Callaghan 
returned and said that the Dundalk delegates 
had decided to withdraw. 

The Chairman pointed out that they would 
et every opportunity to cross-examine Mr. 

elly, or any other witness; but at the 
moment the Commission was simply taking 
evidence.

The President, Mr. J..C,. Foley,. said 
that the prospects of the coming tourist 
traffic season were excellent, and that a 
“record’’ number of visitors to the 
country, would be expected, Many con:

fessional assotiations would be held, in- 
cluding the Congress of the. Royal Liver 
Insurance people, which would be held 
early in May.

400 MILES IN COMPLETE 
DARKNESS.

How the failure of the lighting system 
on the Bremen’s instrument board during 
over four hundred miles’ flying on Thurs:

WHEN CAPTAIN KOHL 
WAS CAPTURED, 


A FRENCH STORY. 
Feom Our Own CorkeEsPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

Captain Kohl, the now famous pilot of 
the Bremen, is no newcomer to. the ‘halls 
of aeria) fame. During. the war he was 
one of. the most famous aces of German 
aviation, and had something like thirty- 
seven victories to his credit. 

A curious story has become known since 
his recent reappearance before the public 
eye. It was through him that the French 
learned of the contemplated great German 
offensive that took place between June 9 
and 15, 1918. 

Captain Kohl had been captured by the 
French soldiers. He had been forced 
down in his ‘plane by motor trouble, and 
had wandered by night into a hostile 
trench. 

Nothing the French authorities could do 
would make the officer betray anything 
more than the fact that he was in the 
Eleventh Garrison at Ulm. Finally a 
French espionage officer, whose name is 
not revealed, hit upon the plan of pre- 
tending that he, too, was taken prisoner, 
and thus obtained the confidence of the 
unsuspecting Captain Kohl. After try- 
ing many vain ruses, the Frenchman got 
the German into a discussion, and led 
him, in the heat of the argument, to 
reveal that the German forces planned to 
be in Paris by June 15, passing through 
Compiégne and Crap webtcV aldia:

MR. SIMS’S BODY 
RECOVERED FROM RIVER. 
The utmost secrecy is being observed by 


‘the Roxburgh County authorities regard- 


ing the death of Mr. Charles Sims, R.A., 
which occurred at St. Boswells on. Friday, 
and was not disclosed till yesterday. 

It is stated that Mr. Sims, who had 
recently returned from abroad, had been 
in indifferent health. He had been living 
at the house of an old family friend at 
Ravenswood, St. Boswells. 

On Friday morning he left the house to 
go for a walk. He got as far as the rail- 
way viaduct (one of the highest in the 
country) between St. Boswells and Leader- 
foot (which is a short: distance above 
Bemersyde, the home of the Jate Earl 
Haig), and later his body was recovered 
from ‘the River Tweed, about 200 feet 
below. Mr. Sims left a letter addressed 
to his hostess. 


It is stated that in consequence of the 
| letter the police went to the viaduct, and, 


after dragging the river, found the body a 
few hundred yards down the river. It is 
also stated that marks on the body indi- 
cated a fall. 

Mr. Sims is said to have suffered from 
insomnia, and to have been in the habit 
of taking an early morning walk.

otherwise iouil have * “turned rt ‘down.’”” 
This system, called the ‘‘intensive,’’. 1s 
now fairly well known as one. by which 
hens are kept altogether confined, and 
not allowed cuteside-the-house- at-alk: Tins 
sounds very unnatural, and on this 
ground would hot appeal to soma; but, 
after all, it is surprising how hens can be 
made to suit themselves--to--these con- 
ditions, and appear quite happy when 
well cared for amd all their wants 
supplied.
